Out in a dump pile in the outskirts 
of Hoekport, Me., is the wreck of one 
of the “tra m p" cha irs which attained 
fa m e in Maine something like twenty- 
live yea rs ago. 
This cha ir was expect­ 
ed to put an end to the tram p evil— 
for the tramp had become an evil in 
the sta te at that 
time— but like so 
many other things of which wonderful 
reform s a re expected, it failed. 
How­ 
ever. before Its fa ilure becam e deti- 
nitely established, many Maine towns 
purchased one of the chairs, and today 
there a re in many Junk piles of the 
sta te specimens of tlie cha ir in varied 
sta tes of preservation. 
T his cha ir was nothing more or less 
than a ca ge of stra p iron built in crude 
imitation of a chair. 
The front would 
swing open so that the hobo sentenced 
to do his bit in the contraption could 
step In and sit down. 
It was then 
swung back and locked. 
T here was 
very little opportunity for moving, so 
tha t the thing was actually a machine 
to torture ra th er than punishment. 
A 
shelf on the front served as a table 
from which the tra m p Inside could eat. 
T he cha ir was mounted on wheels so 
tliut it could he moved about. 
What brought this cha ir Into exist­ 
ence. undoubtedly, wa s the exposure 
by the Boston Globe of a system of 
graft 
in 
vogue In 
York county and 
som e other sections of the sta te by 
making use of the Maine tra m p laws. 
T h e plan was a combination between 
certa in trial Justices, deputy sheriffs 
and consta bles to keep the justices 
busy trying tra m p ca ses and the ja il 


a ila m p tf.T ^ e le u se d from the ja il he 
was given directions what town to visit 
next. 
In this way the frequency of 
men being sentenced to ja il took on a 
sem bla nce of reasonableness so tha t 
no one got wijqe to the a rrangem ent 
j until tlie story was told in the Globe, 
j 
\ irgil Ea ton, a native of Maine, was 
j at that time one of tlie sta r reporters 
on tlie Globe. 
He heard of the system 
I and ca m e down to Maine to Investi­ 
gate. He disguised himself as a tramp, 
^ot 
arrested and sentenced to J a i l ; 
also he beca m e one of the members of 
the gra ft ring a s a part of the raw 
m a teria l supply, so that when his story 
was .«tinted it was correct to the mi­ 
nutest deta ils of the methods of work­ 
ing the scheme. 
Na tura lly, this put an end to the 
tra m p industry, but it didn't relieve 
Maine of the tramp problem. 
The sta te was fa irly swarming with 
tramps. 
When 
the 
tramp 
industry 
"b lew ” their soft snap was ended in 
all sections o fV h e sta te. 
Officers and 
Justices dare not be lenient on tramps 
and in the effort to drive them from 
the sta te this tramp clmir was devised.

Maine Used Odd Contrivance to 
Rout Hoboes. 


Large Iron Cage for Wanderers Suc­ 
ceeded Newspaper's 
Exposure of 
Unique G raft System. 


Out in a dump pile in the outskirts 
of Rockport, Me., is the wreck of one 
of the “tramp" chairs which attained 
fame in Maine something like twenty- 
live years ago. This chair was expect­ 
ed to put an end to the tramp evil— 
for tile tramp had become an evil in 
tim* slate ut that time—but like so , 
many other things of which wonderful I 
reforms are expected, it failed. 
How­ 
ever, before its failure became defi­ 
nitely established, many Maine towns 
purchased one of tile chairs, and today j 
there are in many junk piles of tile 
state specimens of tile chair in varied 
states of preservation. 
This chair was nothing more or less 1 
than a cage of strap iron built in crude I 
imitation of a chair. 
Tile front would 
swing open so that the hobo sentenced I 
to do ids tilt in the contraption could i 
step in and sit down. 
It was then ! 
swung buck and locked. 
There was ■ 
very little opportunity for moving, so I 
tiiat tile tiling was actually a machine 
to torture rather than punishment. 
A 
shelf on tile front served as a table 
from which tile tramp inside could eat. 
The chair was mounted on wheels so 
that it could he moved about. 
What brought this chair into exist­ 
ence, undoubtedly, was tile exposure 
by the Boston Globe of a system of j 
graft in vogue iii York county and 
some other sections of Hie state by 
making use of the Maine tramp laws. 
The plan was a combination between 
certain trial justices, deputy sheriffs 
and constables to keep tile justices 
busy trying tramp cases and Hie jail 
full of tile wayfarers. 
These trial jus­ 
tices got a fee from the state for every 
case they heard, the officer received a 
fi e for tile arrest and transportation 
of the prisoners and the sheriff got so 
much a day for each prisoner lie had 
in the jail. In order to make the 
scheme work theft* had to have a suf­ 
ficient number of tramps, and tiiis was 
what in the end led to its expose.

( got arrested aud sentenced to Jail; 
! rIso he became one of the members of 
i the graft ring as a part of the raw 
material supply, so that when his story 
was .Tinted it was correct to the mi­ 
nutest details of the methods of work­ 
ing the scheme. 
Naturally, this put an end to tile 
tramp industry, but it did nt relieve 
Maine of the tramp problem. 
The state was fairly swarming with 
tramps.

their soft snap was ended in 
ail sections of Vile state. 
Officers and

G r a d u a l l y man is mastering the air currents as he is steadily 
improving those facilities for travel iii the air that promise won­ 
derful results in the not distant future. 
The trial flights of the 
newest rigid airship have demonstrated the strength of this mon­ 
ster of the sky and give promise of a day when distance will be 
a m atter of less concern and the far-flung nations of the earth 
brought nearer together in point of time. 
It is announced that it will not be long before rigid air ships 
are carrying mail from the United States to England, and the 
developments in aviation are so promising that it can be predicted 
with confidence that passenger-carrying plans will soon be flying 
on a regular schedule to all par^i of the earth. 
These develop­ 
ments carry a two-fold possibility. 
As man’s scientific skill was 
utilized in the WoiMd war for destructive purposes and the more 
recent discoveries directed to the ends of warfare, so every ad­ 
vance in aviation gives the promise of constructive achievement 
or carries the threat of destruction. 
The things that are made 
may serve the purpose of an advancing civilization or they may 
destroy the civilization that produced them. 
Man may be unable 
to control the uses of the machines he has made, and when in­ 
strumentalities become more powerful than their users they con­ 
stitute a peril. 
Every development in aviation may be for man’s good or evil. 
Whether they spell one or the other depends upon the intelligence 
that controls this new and powerful force. 
Rigid and non-rigid 
airships may be used for dropping down costly bales or for un­ 
loading death upon populations in case of war. 
With this in 
view, it is well that such organizations as the American Legion i 
are intent upon .securing the limitation of these instruments of 
destruction, and those v\ ho see their possibilities in another win 
will support the efforts that seek their reduction. 
This is a step 
in the right direction that must be followed by a second step that 
aims at arousing’ the peoples to a sense of the horrors which would 
foe inevitable iii a war in which airships dropped powerful bombs, 
germ containers and gas tubes upon both combatants and non­ 
combatants. 
For while military airships may be reduced those 
used tor commercial ends might easily be converted to military 
iix'Cs in case of war and as these are bound to increase they will 
constitute a threat to civilization unless war is outlawed.
